Aristotle, over lilKI years B. C, laid 
It down that fish sleep, like other ani- 
mals, and to an extent the old philoso- 
pher was correct. Recent scientific 
experiments have shown that carp, 
dace, roach, tench, gudgeon and min- 
nows among fresh water fishes sleep 
periodically, like many living terres- 
trial creatures, and that of the marine 
fishes the bass, wrasse, dogfish, dory, 
conger and all the flat fish do the same. 
The salmon tribe, the goldfish, the pike 
and the angler fish rest periodically, 
but never really sleep, while with tbose 
fishes which actually sleep there Is no 
preference for night over day for the 
purpose. Fishes have very little brain, 
so that there Is not much need for the 
recuperation In their case of cerebral 
energy— that is to say, bodily rest 
Without sleep will mostly suffice to 
make up for the resultant In fatigue 
of piscatorial activity.

Resolutions Adopted by the White House Conference. 



Governors of the several .Suites sum up their views 
on the conservation of the resources of the MtloD. 



WE THE Governors of the 
States and Territories of 
United States of America, in con- 
ference assembled, do hereby de- 
clare the conviction that the great 
prosperity of our country rests 
upon the abundant resources of 
the land chosen by our forefathers 
for their homes and whore they 
laid the foundation of this great 
nation. 

We look upon these resources as 
a hertajre to be made use of in es- 
tablishing and promoting the com- 
fort, prosperity and happiness 01 
the American people, but not to 
be wasted, deteriorated or need- 
lessly destroyed. 

We agree that our country's fu- 
ture is involved in this: tl.iit the 
ereat natural resources supply the 
material basis upon which ourciv- 

>ili/.ation must continue to depend, 
and upon which the perpetuity of 
the nation Itself rests. 

We agree, in the light of the 
facts brought to our knowledge 
and from information received 
from sources which we cannot 
doubt, that the material basis is 
threatened with exhaustion. Kven 
as each succeeding generation from 
from the birth of this nation has 
performed its part in promoting 
the progress and development of 
the republic, so do we in this gen- 
eration recognize it as a high duty 
to perform our part, and this duty 
in huge degree is the adoption of 
measures for the conservation of 
the natural wealth of the country. 

We declare our Inn conviction 
that this conservation of our nat- 
ural resources is a subject of tran- 
sendent importance, which should 
engage unremittingly the attention 
of the nation, the states and the 
people in earnest co-operati 
These natural resources include 
Jthe land on which we live and 
which yields our food; the living 
waters, which fertilize the soil, 
supply power and form great av- 
enues of commerce; the forests, 
which yield the materials for our 
homes, prevent erosion of the soil 
and conserve the navigation and 
other uses of our streams, and the 
minerals, which form the basis of 
our industrial life and supply us 
with heat, light and power. 
We agree that the land should 



be so used that erosion and soil 
wash should cease; that there 
should be reclamation of arid and 
semi-arid regins by means of ir- 
rigation and of swamp and over- 
flowed regions by means of drain- 
age: that tlio water- ahMtd be so 
conserved and used as to promote 
navigation, to enable the arid re- 
gions to be reclaimed by irrigation 
and to develop power in the intei 
ests of the people: that the forest 
which regulate our rivers, in] 
port our industries and promote 
the fertility and productiveness of 
the soil, should be preserved and 
perpetuated: that the minerals 
found so abundantly iieneatb the 
surface should be used so a 
prolong their utility: that the 
beauty, hoalthftilnnin and habita 
bility of our country should bf 
preserved mid increased: that the 
sources of national wealth exist 
for the benefit of all the people, 
and that the monopoly thereof 
should not be tolerated. 

We commend the wise fore- 
thought of the Pre>ident in .-end- 
in» the note of warning as to the 
waste and exhaustion of the nat- 
ural resources of the country and 
signify our appreciation of his ac- 
tion in calling this conference to 
consider the same and to seek rem- 
edial therefor through OO-OPera- 
tion of the nation and the states. 

We agree that this i <> •operation 

should lind expression in editable 
action by the Congress within the 
limits of and co-extensive with the 
national jurisdiction of the subject 
and, complementary thereto, by 
the legislatures of the several 
states within the limits of and co- 
extensive with their jurisdiction. 
We declare the conviction that 
the use of the natural resources 
r independent states are inter- 
dependent and bound together by 
ties of mutual benefits, responsi- 
bilities and duties. 

We agree in the wisdom of 
future conference between the 
President, members of Congress 
and the governors of the states re- 
garding the conservation of our 
natural resources, with the view 
of continued operation and action 
the lines suggested. And to 
this end we advise that from time 



to time, as in his judgmenc may 
seem wise, the President call the 
governors of the -tates. members 
of Congress and others into con- 
ference. 

We agree that further action is 
advisable to ascertain the present 
condition of our natural resources 
and to promote the conservation 
of the same, and to that end we 
recommend the appointment by 
each state of a commission on the 
conservation of natural resources, 
to co-operate with each other and 
with any similar commission on 
behalf oi the federal government. 

We urge the continuation and 
extension of forest police- adapt- 
ed to secure the husbanding and 

renewal of oar diminishing timber 

supply, the prevention of soil ero- 
sion, the protection of head waters, 
and the maintenance of the purity 

and navigability of our streams, 
We recognize that the private 
ownership of forest land- entails 
responsibility in the interests of 
all the people, and we favor the 
enactment of laws looking to the 
protection and replacement of 
privately owned forests. 

We recognise in oar waters ■ 

most valuable asset Of the people 
of the United States and we re- 
commend the enactment of laws 
looking to the conservation of 
water re-ouicc- for irrigation, 
water supply, power and naviga- 
tion, to the end that navigable and 
source streams may be brought 
niulei complete control and fully 
utilized for every purpose. We 
especially urge on the federal Con- 
gress the immediate adoption of a 
wise, active and thorough water 
way policy, providing for the im- 
provement of our streams and con- 
servation of their water sheds re- 
quired for the uses of commerce 
and the protection of the interests 
of our people. 

We recommend the enactment 
of laws looking to the prevention 
of waste in the mining and extrac- 
i of coal, oil, gas and other 
erals, with a view to their wise 
conservation for the use of the 
people, and to the protection of 
human life in the mines. 

Let us conserve the foundations 
of our prosperity.

"He would have had a president for 
life -he Is elected every four years. 

"He would have senators during 
good behavior— tbey serve a fixed and 
definite term of six years. 

"He wonld have the executive arm 
ed with an absolute veto— you can by 
two-thirds majority annul that veto. 

"He would have musxled free speech 
—Jefferson oi*ned the deliberations of 
this house to the naked view and can 
did criticism of a free and tintram- 
meied press 

"He defended the alien and sedition 
laws— they are repealed. He founded 
a national bank-It Is demolished. All 
his cherished and vaunted schemes 
are 'gone glimmering In the dream of 
things that were.' exploded fallacies, 
they litter the debris of history. 

"I challenge the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania to give me one single 
solitary policy of Hamilton which was 
ever rrystalllzed into law that lived. 
His policies are gone, his followers are 
dead.

If Jefferson had not come back from 
France when he did it is more than 
possible that the colonies would have 
sought the protection of Rngland. and 
that would have resulted In a return 
of allegiance to the Hritlsh flag.

Had war been 
declared and waged for a year it Is 
morally certain that British rule would 
have been reestablished in our coun- 
try. Jefferson prevented that war. 
and by that act he saved the Union.
